Dear Eric, 

Dick has turned your letter over to me. I enjoyed very much 
reading your article reprinted from the Numismatist . I had 
known that there were many forgeries of Continental currency 
but the documentation contained in your article, was excellent. 

I don't think that I have any forgeries because on the whole, I 
have currency in low denominations which probably would not 
have been worthwhile forging. In addition, since I am not a 
numismatist, I was interested in the signatures of the Signers 
on the currency and therefore, checked them out for authenticity. 

For example, I think I would know, on sight, a John Hart forgery 
on a piece of New Jersey currency, similarly a John Morton. 

With regard to the 1709 notes, I have four notes, two each of the 
five and ten shilling notes. Each pair is joined and contained in 
a small leather holder with incised lettering on the outside. 

They are great conversation pieces. Since all three signers, 

(Waltjiers, Lurting and De Peyster) were all at one time, Mayors 
of New York, I don't need both sets and would be willing to part 
with 1 pair but have no interest in an exchange because I am not 
really a collector of Colonial currency. 

There have been very few sales of the 1709 notes in recent years 
but on checking with a dealer, I find that a price of $200 for a pair 
(the case included , of course) would be fair. They're yours, if 
you're interested. 

Perhaps you know Philip Hammerslough of Hartford. He is an expert 
on Colonial silver .particularly Paul Revere silver,and has a magnificent 
collection. He lectures throughout the East and carries on a large 
correspondence with others interested in the field. Incidentally, his 
son is one of my best friends.

You will recall that I spoke to you in the Museum concerning pub 
coin changers and coin tills in which I have a: sincere interest. I noted 
that you had a mahogany and glass coin changer for gold into silver coins 
with brass cups, and that instrument was inside your exhibit of a pub. 

I would first like to know if that has the name of the maker or 
patent and I would very much like to obtain one. 

I have a similar one in iron called Garrett’s Bijou Coin Changer. 

I also have a mahogany and glass coin changer which has five glass 
tubes to hold the change. 

With respect to Cox's Patent Pub Till, I have four different types 
and a similar one manufactured by Loftus. The Cox and the Loftus machines 
drop the inserted coins into a locked drawer through a manually operated 
brass mechanism which leaves the coins in view between two glass panels. 

Do you know of anything which has been written on the subject of 
these English coin changers or pub tills? I would be very pleased to 
learn of any such research which has been accomplished.

Since our last exchange of letters in early 1991, you 
undoubtedly have been to Albania and perhaps somewhere else. 

I visited Singapore and Sumatra during the Gulf War, and I 
was almost the only tourist. I had a private van and a private 
boat, and the resort hotels in Sumatra had only a handful of 
people. Later in the year I spent a week in the Yukon and in 
October went on Swan-Hellenic's tour of Tunisia. In February of 
this year I went on Swan's tour of Yemen, and it is for this 
reason that I write you now and send you the enclosed coin. In 
the museum in Sanaa there was a small exhibit of pre-Islamic 
coins. Later at the Sheraton Hotel where there is a souvenir 
shop run by a mute Yemeni who can write in many languages. He 
sold "old silver," Yemeni daggers, and the usual souvenirs, but 
tucked away on his shelf were some coins identical to those I saw 
in the museum. There they had been labeled as belonging to the 
"Sheba and Himyar kingdoms" and the date was given as 700 B.C. 
In any event he and I struck a bargain and I bought all of them, 
as I immediately thought of you. This date seems a little early 
but I find various dates, as the history in that part of the 
world is rather vague and the followers of Islam pay little 
attention to events prior to Mohammed. I can, by the way, highly 
recommend Swan's tour to Yemen, and I have signed up with them to 
visit Iran this autumn, political events permitting.

Needless to say. we went there in October, 
and it was fascinating. I note that you seem to keep going everywhere, and I wish 
our paths would cross again.

The piece which 
you sent me has a weak head on it. the surface of which seems somewhat porous, 
and both of these characteristics indicate casting. The genuine coins, as you may 
realize, are struck from a convex and a concave pair of dies. 

It is very exciting to investigate this.

Dear Eric: 

Many thanks for the letter and the evaluation of the coin. 
I had suspicions but it looked exactly like the ones in the Sanaa 
museum, which could be forgeries also. When I was in Tunisia 
at one of the Roman ruins, a hawker followed me around with old 
coins which I declined to buy as I assumed they were forgeries. 
The price kept coming down until I bought some as souvenirs or 
perhaps for a paper weight. Later I found that they were 
genuine. They are coppers of pre-Roman times and of little value 
as they are badly worn. 

I have closely examined the other alleged Himyarite coins 
and find under the glass that there is porosity and hence they 
were cast. I did acquire two others which I enclose. The larger 
one feels like base metal to me. 

I am an off and on coin collector. I started when my mother 
gave me some coins she had had as a girl which I suppose were 
keepsakes as they were in a little velvet bag. There was a large 
cent, a two cent piece from which the date had been worn, and a 
small worn silver coin about the size of a dime dated 1797 with 
a lion rampant on one side and the word "einenhaler" on the 
reverse. She told me it belonged to her mother, and it is the 
only material object I have that connects my maternal grandmother 
who fled Alsace in 1870 to come to St. Louis. I have never found 
the coin in any catalog but suspect it was from some German 
state. 

Over the years I have assembled a fairly decent collection 
of silver dollars from 1795 onward, a good many bust halves, and 
a respectable collection of seated liberty coins. I also look 
for coins that tell a story, and this is why I buy some of the 
things I see abroad. I am not an investor. 

I was in Alaska and the Yukon and Hawaii in the summer, in 
Tunisia in the fall and Yemen this winter. The only plan now is 
nebulous. Swan-Hellenic tours has a trip to Iran and I have 
signed up for it, but going will depend on the international

It has been suggested by Mr. John J. Ford of the New Netherlands 
Coin Co. that you may be of some assistance to me in the following 
matter. 

For the past five years I have been intensively specializing in 
the coinage of the French Revolution, Napoleon, and Louis XVIII, 1789- 
1815 inclusive, with the hope of eventually publishing a corpus on 
the coins of this period. Many of the inore interesting pieces which I 
have obtained, including a large number from the Farouk Collection, 
have been accompanied by slips on which Ferrari numbers are written or 
stamped, indicating that they were formerljr in the collection of Count 
Ferrari. 

Since so many pieces have turned up with Ferrari numbers, I 
have concluded that a manuscript catalogue of at least the French 
portion of the collection must exist. Only recently, while looking 
through the Coin Collector’s Journal, I learned that the late Wayte 
Raymond had purchased the French coins from this collection in 1941. 

It seemed reasonable to assume that a catalogue may have accompanied 
these coins, and that it might turn up during the handling of the 
Raymond estate.

It was very interesting to receive the coin you sent 
us in your letter of February 2, 1967. It purports to be a 
1786 Move Conatellatio. There is no 1786 Nova Constellatio 
vithUS in script letters# 

It so happens that a 1785 Nova Constellatio, Crosby 
Variety It—C, was altered by changing the 5 into a 6 in the date. 
This altered coin was then used for the purpose of making an 
electrotype and the electrotype was copper plated*. The coin 
you sent us, therefore, end which is returned herewith, is a 
copper plated electrotype of an altered date 1785 Nova Con¬ 
stellatio. 

The electro weighs 125*5 grains and since It has a 
specific gravity of 9.65 it is, obviously, not made of copper. 

If you examine the edge, just outside the S in LIBERTAS 
you can see the leaden electrotype material where the copper 
plating has flaked off. 

Your customer, therefore, should be told that not alone 
did he get a fraudulent coin, but he even got an electrotype 
of the fraudulent coin. 

We do not make any charge for our opinions, other than 
out-of-pocket expense, and you were nice to suggest a bill. 

We do, however, accept donations for continuing research and 
you can tell us your wishes with respect to the money you sent.

Thank you so much for signed copy of the 25th anniversary 
Follow Up of your magnificent book on the 1804 Dollar. I really 
enjoyed your lecture at the ANS conference last fall too. 

I wish the discussion we had after the EAC meeting (at the ANA 
this summer) could have been more productive as to discovering ways 
to detect the type of counterfeits that Jules purchased. His 1794 
dollar really had nothing that would cause any dealer or collector 
to question its authenticity except for the "gate" on the edge letters 
near 12:00. The "gate" could easily have been covered up by punching 
in individual letters for the few that were missing. The only other 
item was the metallic content, that being the gold was too high and 
silver also too high. It would be most difficult to submit each 
coin we purchase to a local museum to see what the metal contents 
are. (Naturally, the counterfeiters would mearly adjust the metal 
contents to our liking, once this detection method was discovered). 

As you suggested, we must develope a way to "see" into a coin to 
see if the planchet was rolled or poured in order to detect these 
dental casting counterfeits. 

I don't know who is on the leading edge of this technology, 
but until it is perfected, I won't be purchasing many coins. I have 
seen other counterfeits in large cents, where the only way to tell 
the counterfeit is by having the "master" coin along side the phoney. 
The best one was on an 1851/81 large cent in XF condition. The 
counterfeit was good enough to fool one of the leading copper dealers 
in the country, certainly good enough to fool anyone else. Only with 
the master coin, with the same circulation marks, could the phoney 
coin be spotted ( a slightly machined edge when compared to what we 
assumed was the original coin). Once again this type of counterfeit 
would never have been discovered if it had not been for finding the 
exact coin from which the original cast was made. I get the feeling 
that there are a lot more counterfeits out there than we now believe. 

I hope all is well in St. Louis and this note finds you in good 
health. Thanks so much for making numismatics something beyond grading 
controversies and investment seminars.

Dear Jim: 

I just returned from an extended trip to West Africa. 

Your letter of October 12, 1987 about the 1794 dollar counterfeit was 
most appreciated. I was shocked at seeing the original and the cast 
silver copy in Atlanta in August. 

Dr. Peter Gaspar and his co-workers at Washington University in St. Louis 
are working on the metal stress problem to distinguish cast metal tension 
from internal tension produced by deformation through striking. I hope 
they are successful. The quantities of dental technique cast coins must 
be very large. I wrote up a group in the Numismatist a long time ago, 
but these had only undecorated edges. The ability to make flexible rubber- 
like molds as used for denture casts enables edge decoration along with 
the face designs to be pulled off a coin after opening the mold to get 
the coin out and then letting it spring closed again. 

Then after a transfer, a porcelain negative can be made to use for a 
centrifugal metal casting. It is frightening.

On the reverse, there are 10 
berries on the left branch and 9 on the right. Many collectors have wondered for years where the coin Beistle 
used for his book has been, but I guess no one asked if you had it. 

Further, you mentioned that you had never seen a John Gregory Hancock multidenominational 1792 pattern 
with a plain edge. I'll bet you are right when you mentioned that the reported examples are probably 
electrotypes, in fact we have an electrotype in the upcoming February Goldberg sale as well as a lettered 
edge copper original. Being an electrotype would explain the reports of plain edge pieces.

I have never kept track of the owners of the re strikes 
of the Confederate cent.
